The political situation, the 


president said, was best illus- 
trated by the fact that the 


British were pointing to the 
sucesses of German diplo- 
macy, as 
contrasted with 


their own failure. 


The increase in food prices 


in Germany was not surpris- 


ing, he said, since there had 
been a similar advance in all 
other European countries, in- 
cluding the neutrals.

Ohio's new highway traffic 


code, prepared by State High- 
way 
Commissioner 
Clinton 


Cowen, under authority of 
the general 
assembly and 


designed principally to pre- 
vent automobile 
accidents, 


became effective last Sunday. 


It provides a 
system of 


uniform traffic 
rules 
and 


regulations for 
the 
entire 


state, governing- city and ru- 
ral roads. It is a part oJ the 
statutes and those who fail 
to obey it may be punished as 
for 
any 
other 
violation. 


Here are the speed restric- 
tions which 
must be ob- 


served: 


Eight miles an hour in the 


business or closely built up 
part of a commuinty; fifteen 
miles an hour in other parts 
of a municipality; twenty 
miles an hour outside of mn- 
nicipalittics. 


No vehicle shall operate at 


a greater speed than is rea- 
sonable or so as to endanger 
life, property or limb, and no 
vehicle shall cross a road or 


make a turn at a dangerous 
speed. Where "Danger" and 
"Go Slow" signs appear, the 
speed shall not 
exceed 12 


miles an hour. Trucks and 
heavy wagons shall not be 
driven recklessly so as to en- 
danger the public. No vehi- 
cle shall emerge from a gar- 
age, stable or private drive 
faster than a walk or six miles 
an hour.

Fanner Charles T. Holmau, of South Webster, is to be con- 


gratulated on winning the fifty dollar prize, olYered to the grow- 
er in Scioto county raising the biggest crop of corn on an 
acre 


with the least average cost, by the Portsmouth Times. 


Perhaps, more is Mr. Holman to be congratulated that he has 


taught himself and others a valuable lesson in farming and that he 
has put his own section, which is by no means accounted the most, 
productive in the county, up to the distinction of at least in one 
instance exceeding all. 


In inaugurating the contest, the hope of The Times is to en- 


courage to better methods in farming and so to aid in the devel- 
opment of what are the possibilities of the county. Its first contest 
wag not altogether satisfactory in the number of contestants en- 
tering and the fact that even the few were confined 
to a rather 


limited neighborhood, but, it fully realizes mighty results 
often 


ensue from small beginnings and BO it is going to press on until 
that, end IB achieved in this particular line. In the contest for next 
year, it. wants more entries and it wants those scattered all over the 
counts 
Particularly would it like to have representation from the 


West Side and the much boasted Scioto valley. 
By giving 
the 


contest more publicity than was given for the last, and by personal 
appeal, which was entirely omitted, we hope to fill that desire. 


Several, points were brought 6ut by the contest just closed, 


that we think any grower-can study with interest.' For instance 
nothing brings better result than proper enrichment or fertilizing 
of. the soil and close eultiyation. The season was 
not 
altogether 


favorable to the largest possible yield and most of the contestants 
actually lost favorably appearing chances because their acre was so 
>badly damaged by storms, yet two of them raised over a hundred 
bushels and even the worst injured acre yielded over seventy, the 
latter fully double the average annual yield in the county at large. 
Another point is costs, time and work to farm and time and work 
are money, just as they are everywhere else. This is particularly 
accentuated in the fact that Mr. Holmau won over 
Mr. 
George 


Gerlach, th« latter of whom had the larger crop, but costing more 
to jroduee. It doesn't follow, however, by any means that Mr. 
.Gerlach is a loser and he doesn't think so himself, for he is a farmer 
'who knows how to farm and is just as intelligently setting hini- 
' self to learning more about his business every day as he goes in- 
•dustriously to work. He understands full well, that while .Mr. llol- 
'man had the advantage of him in ground already enriched and so 
'mved expense :for this year, his acre now being fertilized will pn>- 
! duce more next year, without additional enrichment than will Mr. 
•HolmwTs, and give up more bountiful crops,for sometime becouse 
it'Us been brought itp. He, too, sees more clearly from his exper- 
ience and tho elbse account, for which, we commend him as being 
as.good as'any rendered us and better than most, just where Iho 
.cost of farming comes in.

^OTght himself and others a valuable lesson in farming and that ho 
has put his own section, which is 'by no means accounted the most 
productive in the county, up to the distinction of at least in one 
instance exceeding all. 


In inaugurating the contest, the hope of The Times is to en- 


conrage to tetter methods in farming and so to aid in the devel- 
opment of what are the possibilities of the county. Its first contest 
•was not altogether satisfactory in the number of contestants en- 
tering and the fact that even the few were confined to a rather 
limited neighborhood, but, it fully realizes mighty results 
often 


ensue from amall beginnings and so it is going to press on until 
fiat end is achieved in this particular line. In the contest for next 
vear, it wants more entries and it wants those scattered all over the 
county. Particularly would it like to have representation from the 
AVest Side and the much boasted Scioto valley. 
By giving 
the 


contest more publicity than was given for the last, and by personal 
appeal, which, was entirely omitted, we hope to fill that desire. 


Several points were brought out by the contest just closed, 


that we think any grower can. study with interest. For instance 
nothing brings better result than proper enrichment or fertilizing 
of the soil and close. cultivation. The mason was not

It is, nevertheless, 
a mistake, or is so in most instances. 
Physicians 
often' advise 


patients to seek a. clfange, bat :this 'does not necessarily carry with 
it the suggestion that home is unhealthy and tie strange land 
healthy, .it is merely a particular requirement of individual con- 
dition. In this country location makes scant difference 
in the 


general health, at least in so far as longevity, long living is con-. 
cerned Government reports' compiled with care and 
over long 


periods show the accuracy of this proposition, in the face, too, of 
popular belief. Vital statistics show, for instance, that tho death 
rate per year is less in New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, Cincin- 
nati and the largo Southern cities, than it is in places ordinarily 
"supposed to be favored especially in climate, such as San Francis- 
co, Denver, Seattle and other towns towards the Pacific coast and 
there along. In general the human system is such that it quite 
readily adapts itself to local conditions, unless they be extraordi- 
narily adverse, and oven then it is not certain," but in time all peo- 
ples and all climes come down to about the same average. In our 
readings, we have never seen the statement that life is, on the 
whole, any shorter in the frozen regions of the north, or under the 
blazing equator, than it is in the so-called temperate zones, while 
we are all more or less familiar with the fact that the negro in the 
warmer climates and so the esteemed more unhealthy ones, is con- 
siderably longer lived than he is "further north, 
supposably the 


healthier zone.
